High State Court 
Decides Against 
City of Guthrie 


(By the Associated Prest) 
OKLAHOMA CITL, Oec. 2.— The 
state supreme court decided against 
the city of Guthrie today in Its suit 
against Logan county, commission­ 
ers to recover money collected by 
the county treasurer as penalties on 
taxes. 
In its petition the city asserted 
that under its charter it was enti­ 
tled to all penalties on delinquent 
taxes (guessed in the city. It sought 
penalties collected by 
the 
county 
during the years 1911-1918. The dis­ 
trict court ruled that tax penalties 
were distributable only by act of 
the legislature. The supreme court 
upheld tho district court.
